The Department of Transportation submitted a list of land payment vouchers, not in excess of $5,000, which
were processed during the month of August 2011, as required by Section 13a-73(h) of the Statutes.

Mr. Dillon provided the Board with copies of a letter dated September 9, 2011 from DAS Commissioner Donald
J. DeFronzo regarding coordinating state agency space needs, and DAS efforts to accommodate state agencies in
state-owned space.

Subsequently, DOT resubmitted the item with
corrections to the acquisition map, showing that DOT would acquire and extinguish the Grantor’s appurtenant
right. DOT also provided a statement from the appraiser indicating that, due to the subject property’s nature and
situation, DOT’s acquisition of the right to cross the railroad property would not affect the damages to be paid to
the Grantor. Ms. Goodhouse recommended approval of the item.

Due to
budget constraints, DDS requested that the project scope be revised to exclude roof renovations at the Dempsey
Center. Task Letter #1B is a credit in the amount of $2,650 and results from the reduction in construction
administration services necessary for the revised project scope.
